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Pneumatic Device for Leading 
Paper Through Calender Rolls. 





The difficulties and dangers of conduct- 
ing and guiding the web of paper as it comes 
from the machine into and through the cal- 
ender rolls are too well understood to require 
explanation. The waste occasioned by 
‘*mending up” a large amount of ‘“‘ broken,” 
is also well known. Any device, therefore, 
which promises to afford a remedy for these 
difficulties is likely to receive the attention of 
paper makers. 

In the apparatus illustrated a pneumatic de- 
vice is employed for conducting the web 
through the rolls. This device has a series of 
wind-cases or shields alternately arranged 
and disposed over one-half the periphery of 
each roll; spring-actuated ‘‘ doctors,’’ so 
called, prevent the web from winding up 
around a roll in lieu of advancing down over 
the surface of the next adjacent lower roll: 
and a pair of swift-running draft-rolls are dis- 
posed upon the free end of a swinging table 
or carriage, whereby the slack is taken up and 
proper tension produced upon the paper web 
prior to its introduction round and through 
the rolls forming the calender stack. 

The drawing represents a side elevation of 
the apparatus fitted upon the calender-roll 
stack and drier-frame, the two upper rolls 
being in section. 

A portion of the drier-frame of a paper- 
machine is shown at A, with one of the driers 
at A’, and with the paper rolls 2 2 mounted 
thereon. Suitably disposed in the standards 
B B’, bolted to the sides of the drier-frame, is 
a swinging-table C, the pivot of which is a 
shaft D, extending across the machine, while 
a corresponding shaft, D’, is similarly dis- 
posed upon the free or swinging end of the 
table in proper bearings. This latter shaft 
supports and carries a draft-roller, E, which 
co-operates with a like-roll, E’, spring-actu- 
ated, in order to produce friction between the 
two rolls, and consequent requisite tension 
upon the paper web. This tension is to be 
increased or diminished according to the 
thickness of the web in process of manufac- 
facture. The top surface of this table is of 
wood, properly smoothed and bolted to the 
side frames to stiffen the table and at the same 
time give it the requisite lightness. 

In order to actuate the draft-rolls E E’ 
attached to the ends of the shafts D’ D* are 
driving pulleys F F’, suitably bolted, of which 
the latter, F’, is the driver, while motive power 
is furnished by a second belt and pulley, F*, 
connec ted thereto. 

Between the calender stack and the end of 
the drier-frame are two curved arms or hous- 
ings, G G’, which support parallel shafts ¢ ¢’, 
carrying a series of rolls, ddd' a’, respecti- 
vely, while running over these latter is a 
series of endless belts or tapes, d? d@*, similar 
to those used in printing-presses, which ex- 
tend around a second series of rolls, ¢ ¢’, of 
the same diameter as ¢ ¢’, the rolls ¢ e’ being 
mounted upon their shafts / /’, and are driven 
by the driving pulley G*, and at the same 
speed as the first series, 

When the swinging table C is moved up- 
ward, it is evident that some quick and ready 
means must be adopted by which to sever the 
continuously-traveling paper web just prior to 
its allignment with the adjacent faces of the 
endless belts d* d* beforé entering between 
them. 
toothed plate or cutter, g, is secured upon the 
extreme outer or swinging end of the table C, 
and a fixed or immovable corresponding one 
at g’ between the housings F F’. The teeth of 
these plates interlock, and at the instant the 
plate g has passed by the fixed cutter g’ the 
paper is severed without being stopped, and is 
free to continue its rapid passage, supported 
between the endless belts d* ¢*, which carry it 
to the stack of calender-rolls. 

When the paper web is traveling continu- 
ously and without interruption, the table re- 
mains in its normal or raised position, as 
shown by the dotted lines, and is locked to 
the standards F F’ by any well-known me- 
chanical device, as a spring catch or bolt, 
while the tension or pull of the rolls E E’ may 





To accomplish this object a saw-’ 


be removed entirely by means of a lever or 
other equivalent which will nullify the ten- 
sion of the springs until the web again 
breaks, when their employment will be nec- 
essary. 

The side standards or housings supporting 
the calender-rolls are shown at H H’, while 
the rolls are represented at 4 /’ f* 4* h*, suit- 
ably mounted and journaled in the usual ad- 
justable boxes. A blast of air or its equiva- 
lent (either suction or pressure) being used in 
order to guide the paper web automatically 
through and around the rolls, it becomes ne- 
cessary to partially cover and protect a por- 
tion of the surface of the calendering-rolls in 
order to produce the desired effect, by confin- 
ing the current of air, and thus oblige it to as- 
sume a certain direction, and carry with it 
the advance end of the paper web to be led 
between the rolls. For this purpose partially 





wind-cases toward the rolls and in close prox- 
imity thereto, while their respective doctors 
are brought in close contact with the upwardly- 
moving surface of each roll, and thus any ten- 
dency which the paper web may have as it 
emerges from one side between two rolls to 
the other to pass up and wind around the top 
roll of the pair, is instantly checked by the 
doctor, which, as the curve of the latter coin- 


| cides with the interior curve of the wind-case, 


guides the paper along in its proper course 
down around the lower roll of the pair. The 
same action ensues as the web emerges from 
between the next two rolls and meets the next 
doctor, and so on down between the rolls com- 
posing the stack. 

Mounted upon the wind-cases, with which 
they are suitably connected, is’a series of 
pipes, 77’ /*, communicating with a blower, 
L, either exhaust or pressure, and from which 





ing from the pipe / still further advances it, 
and so on through the rolls of the stack, when 
it may either be passed onward and led 
through in a similar manner by means of a 
second series of tapes, d? d*, to a second 
stack. or be led to the reels, upon which it 
is temporarily stored.

The Acid or Bisulphite Pro- 
cesses.

For the reasons mentioned in my last, 
alone, as well asa legion of others that will 
suggest themselves farther on, I can see no 
advantage in seeking to increase the burn- 
ing, or rather the consuming, capacity of the 
sulphur furnaces by the introduction of these 
shelves or galleries on the inside above the

closing the exterior peripheries of the rolls is a 
series of alternately oppositely-disposed wind- 
cases, I I' I?, &c., which are plates bent prefer- 
ably concentric with the curvature of the rolls 
and extending their entire length. These 
cases are adjustable with respect to the periph- 
eries of the rolls—that is, they are made to ad- 
vance toward or withdraw from the rolls, ac- 
cording as a blast of air is required to conduct 
the paper web when mending up. In order 
to accomplish this readily and operate the en- 
tire series at one movement there is pivoted 
at the base of the front standard, H, a hand- 
lever, H?, to which are attached two parallel 
upright connecting-rods, 77’, which operate 
similar oppositely-disposed bell-crank levers 
J J’ J’, &c., pivoted upon supporting-rods 
jj j*7*, &c., while short arms or links 4 2’ # 
are fastened to the wind-cases, the ends of 
which are secured and move within suitable 
guides, K K’, &c., attached to the standard’H. 
Parts similar to all these are duplicated upon 
the rear standard, H, in order to move both 
ends of the wind-cases the same amount and 
at the same instant, and thus maintain them 
equally distant at all times from the surface of 
the rolls. 

The upper extremity of the wind-cases, 
which enter between two rolls terminates with 
a straight steel bar or doctor, M, beveled to 
coincide, or approximately so, with the line of 
a tangent to the roll at the point where the 
doctor touches the roll, and at a short distance 
to one side of the place of contact between the 
two rolls where the exterior surface of the top 
roll first begins to assume an upward path of 
movement in its rotation; hence, when the 
paper after a break is to be mended up, the 
operator raises the lever and advances the 


the air is obtained as means for guiding and 
passing the paper web through the rolls. 

The operation of this apparatus is as fol- 
lows: The paper web has been interrupted 
and broken for some cause and it must be re- 
stored ; the operator drops the table C into a 
horizontal position and lifts the lever H? to 
bring the doctors to bear against the rolls 
h h' }®, &c., and the wind-cases I I' I? near to 
the surfaces of the rolls. The paper is then 
passed around the rolls @ a and drier A’, 
thence over the table C between the quick- 


running revlls E E’, which exert sufficient ten- | 


sion upon the web commensurate with its 


strength. Immediateiy upon the proper re- | 
storation of the tension and removal of | 
the slack consequent upon the mending | 


up, the operator swings the table upward, | 
the paper meantime continuously passing 

along until the movable cutter g has engaged | 
with and passed the fixed cutter g’ upon the 
arms G G’, The web is then instantly severed, | 
and the draft rolls carry and feed it directly to | 
the tapers, d* d’ d*, whence it is conveyed to 
the entrance of the wind-case I ina line directly 
at right angles to the calendering rolls. Upon 
the arrival of the advance end of the paper 
web in front of the wind-case the pressure | 
from the air-current through the pipe / forces | 
it quickly around the roll 4, while the interior 
surface of the case maintains and guides it in 
a proper direction between the rolls 4 and 4’. 
Immediately that the web emerges from be- 
tween the rolls, although in close contact and 
with a tendency to pass up and wind around 
the upper one, it at once encounters the doc- 
tor, which removes it therefrom and compels 
it to follow the curve of the wind-case I’, | 
when the pressure from the air-current emerg- 


fire proper. It is to be admitted, however, 
that the increase of flame surface should in- 
crease the liberation of these essential gases ; 
nevertheless, if these gases are allowed to 
enter the main conduit at different degrees 
of temperature, it follows that they will not 
mix and enter the chambers as they should, 
and as they would if they were all alike in 
this respect. I have noticed one or two in- 
stances in America where this was done, and 
the quantity of sulphur consumed increased, 
but, paradoxical as it may at first thought 
appear, the solution became weaker instead 


of stronger, its gravity jumping from 3° to 9° 


Baumé, with no perceptible prospect of hold- 
ing ateither extreme, an absolute necessity to 
produce a solution of perfect uniformity, and I 
venture the assertion that more renewals of 
pipes, elbows and joints are made necessary 
from this cause than any other, asI have at- 
tempted to show in previous chapters. 


Before progressing farther I must beg leave | the grate-bar or bottom of the combustion 


to digress a little and explain the cause of this 
apparent phenomenon, In the first place 
when these pipes, &c., of which I speak are 
coated with a non-corroder, no calculations 
are made for the unevenness of expansion and 
contraction above or below certain tempera- 
tures, viz., nearly that of burning brimstone, 
and inasmuch as lead is the metal nearly al- 
ways used for this purpose, the builders fai! to 
recognize the fact that lead does not possess 
the property of self-restoration of the equi- 
librium of its molecules. Notwithstanding 
this, however, the metal is used as a coating, 


| the thinnest coating possible being deemed 


sufficient—as it would be at some defined, 
steady temperature—then the fires are allowed 
to run up, the iron pipes are expanded by the 








heat, carrying with them the superficial inner 
coating, which is allowed to cool under an 
endless variety of circumstances and condi- 
tions, causing the lead to wrinkle and loosen 
by this sudden reaction—taking cognizance of 
the fact that it has no power of contraction—and 
it soon becomes merely a small, thin, and wrin- 
kled separate pipe. Wrinkling, in strict accord- 
ance with this well-known property of lead, very 
soon means porosity and this in turn means 
the oxidization of the iron, when dark-colored 
liquor and badly eaten and wholly destroyed 
conveyor pipes rapidly ensue. This, I opine, 
is among the primary causes to which may be 
attributed the rapid deterioration of the 
digester linings, which invariably, to use a 
superintendent's expression, ‘‘sag upwards.” 

I shall doubtless have reason to refer to this 
feature of the subject again when passing to 
the consideration of these many failures, for it 
must be admitted that nowhere in America 
or Europe can these processes of pulp-man- 
ufacture be considered perfect, the claims of 
patentees and manufacturers to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

If my opinion goes for aught, the only cor- 
rect hypothesis concerning the rapid, com- 
bined with the economical, combustion of 
sulphur where, as in this process, the evolution 
and preservation of its gases is of primary im- 
portance—in fact, this is all that we require of 
the sulphur—the flame should never assume a 
bright color, it should never flicker ; hence all 
admission of air should be regulated with the 
utmost care and under perfect control of the 
operator. 
a cherry red, is jumping and dancing in ap- 
parent glee, the gases are evolved with such 
rapidity that the more volatile and better por- 
tions escape, and it is worthy of comment that 
as many furnaces are constructed it would be 
much more profitable to purchase a lower 
grade of sulphur; in many instances 60 per 
cent. ash is much more preferable than ro, 
and I have in mind at the present time an in- 
stance where more liquor, richer in sulphur, 
was made from a ton of No. 3 than ever was 
obtained from the same amount of No. I since 
the furnace has been in operation. One im- 
portant element of failure in this as well as 
all other manufacturing processes is the inabil- 
ity to make all the materials used yield a re- 
turn of sixteen ounces for each pound con- 
sumed, and until this is done any process is 
not perfect, and in money matters anything 
short of the 100 per cent. means bankruptcy. 
So in manufacturing, when any portion of 
materials, either alone or in combination, is 
allowed to run to waste, in the same propor- 
tion precisely does the process fall short of 
being perfect. All technical education should 
imply 100 per cent., and its advocates should 
enjoin the same, while the manufacturer 
should be enabled to demand from his skilled 
artisan the same per cent., and that, too, in 
some merchantable form. 

When this state of things is brought about, 
as it will be so sure as the world stands, 
there will be an inducement to stand by tech- 
nical theories, and the skilled manipulator of 
matter, both organic and inorganic, will be in 
demand at his own figures, being very cheap 
at any price commensurate with the extent of 
his knowledge and the magnitude of the in- 
dustry in the development of which he lends 
his energies. 

Again, the great majority of architects seem 
to plan these furnaces as if intended for the 
same purposes as a furnace beneath a boiler. 
They arrange flues beneath what I may call 
chamber. This is all wrong and inconsistent 
with all systems of securing gases from the 
combustion of the substance containing them 
itself. First, in no event should a draught be 
created by means of admission below the 
mass, and, second, the least possible amount 
of air should be allowed to enter from any 
source whatever, the principal draught being 
from the tower above, for the more thoroughly 
the atmosphere of the furnace is impregnated 
with the sulphurous fumes the better and 
more even the solution will be.

demonstration, that the more the gas is in 
excess of atmospheric air the less liability for 
any escape or waste, and in all instances 
brought to my notice where this lower draught 
theory is in vogue the flames were long and 
of a cherry red, which means. a large loss. 
This lower air, of which I speak, must, of 
be passing off 
through the flues and must exhaust it to 


course, oxidized before 
no inconsiderable extent; thus the gases 
will not all be utilized, but pass among the 
many other losses, and finally the results are 
much more disastrous than with the system of 
shelves or galleries before alluded to. 

The best result obtainable, in all respects, 
is to admit the air by means of a longitudinal 
slit just above the upper surface of the flame. 
The flame should be kept burning evenly over 
the entire bed, and the attendant should never 
allow different thicknesses of the sulphur, and 
the flame should be dark blue, which can be 
very well controlled by means of a proper ad- 
justment of the door, for the red flame is 
always evidence of too much oxygen, cutting 
off the supply of which will readily diminish 
the intensity and color of the flame. 

In Southern Europe there is a furnace which, 
although constructed in opposition to this 
theory, caps the climax as an ideal furnace, 
coming nearer to a return of this roo per ceft. 
than any I ever saw. This was built very 
large and arranged with a system of partial 
floors or rings, six in number, around a cen- 
tral circular chamber. On the floor proper 
was the ordinary layer of sulphur, above 
which, opposite the upper draught, was the 
long slit, neatly adjusted as to size of opening 
by means of a slide, and above the layer of 
sulphur on each ring was a similar arrange- 
ment of slits. The entire arrangement evolved 
its gases into a common chamber or reservoir, 
from which the gases were conducted through 
a common pipe to the main tank. By this 
means all of the gases, after being liberated, 
would mingle and be of the same temperature, 
and there would be no great loss. This, or 
rather these furnaces, were in charge of the 
inventor, who, being a good mechanic and 
well up, as the saying goes, in sulphuric acid 
manufacture, had learned the difference of 
oxidation, and had brought his practical 
knowledge into requisition in constructing and 
operating the sulphurous acid manufacture.

The value of the rags stored in 
the building is estimated at about $25,000, and 
they were owned by three Boston importing 
firms, Train, Smith & Co., H. M. Knowles & 
Co., and Chas. A. Cheney. The damage by 
fire to either the rags or building is light, but 
the damage to the paper-stock by water is con- 
sidered more serious. The loss to the Disin- 
fecting Company is placed at figures between 
$500 and $1,000, which is covered by in- 
surance. The actual loss on the rags cannot 
at present be stated, as the insurance on the 
same has not yet been adjusted. The rags 
had all been disinfected, and were being held 
subject to owner’s orders. What disposition 
will be made of the wet rags the importers in- 
terested cannot state. The Disinfecting Com- 
pany, it is stated, carried an insurance of 
$6,000 to $7,000, and its loss, which is light, 
and mostly from water, is covered. It is 
claimed that the fire will cause no interruption 
to the business of the Disinfecting Company. 

There is no improvement in the paper-stock 
business. Trade in that line drags along in 
its old-time way, a little doing in small lots, 
but the market is comparatively dull and quiet, 
with no encouraging prospects visible. 

Domestic rags are not in any better shape 
than foreign stock, and domestic dealers report 
little encouragement. 

Paper makers, on the other hand, claim to 
be well filled with orders, and instead of com- 
plaints of dull business the cry now is against 
low prices. If the present condition of trade 
is maintained, and the immediate future dev- 
elopes the same ratio in the increased demands 
for paper, better prices will undoubtedly be ob- 
tained by manufacturers. 

Paper dealers report a very fair volume of 
trade, although the bulk of the shipments, it is 
claimed, is going West.

The receipts of chemicals include 892 casks 
of bleaching powder, 7oo drums of caustic 
soda, 469 casks of soda ash and 840 barrels of 
soda crystal. 

Other receipts include 34 bales of wood 
pulp, 138 bags of hide cuttings, 405 barrels of 
rosin, 100 casks of china clay and 48 casks of 
Southern clay.

transmission by wire. For the use of their 
patrons, the catalogue of Carter, Rice & Co.

AGAIN our correspondent who revels 
in visions has had a dream. The paper 
machine of the future which is to go into 
the paper mill of that ilk is described in 
his communication, which we commend 
to' the notice jof the paper-machine 
makers of the country. 








BRITISH paper makers continue to 
complain bitterly of foreign goods, princi- 
pally German, which are sold with Eng- 
lish marks. They have justice in their 
complaints, but did they never do it 
themselves ? 





On this matter of imitating brands 
there could a great deal be said. The 
French law is very precise and will not 
allow French merchants to import foreign 
goods purporting to be of French origin. 
But we don’t know that it prohibits the 
placing of foreign marks on domestic 
products. Herein the French are to 
blame as much as the Germans. 





But, they all do it! There is the same 
reason to complain of some American 
manufacturers. We wish that it were 
otherwise, One of the principles of inter- 
national legislation which ought to be

established is that no goods of domestic 
origin shall be stamped or branded with | 
foreign marks, or in anywise be made to | 
appear as of foreign origin, whether the | 
same be intended for home consumption 
or otherwise. 











THE sulphite pulp “boom” seems to 
have started. At least three different | 
processes will be operated in this country 
as soon as the new works which are pro- 
jected shall be completed. We have 
news of the formation of a strong alliance 
at the West for the purpose of making 
fibre under the Mitscherlich patents, and 
within a few months we may expect a 
very lively competition between the rival 
interests. 





Is there not some indication that 
ground wood pulp is going to the wall ? 
There is certainly something suggestive 
of this when we find parties prominently 
identified with the production of ground 
pulp undertaking chemical manipulation. 
Very good and strong paper is now being 
made entirely from chemical fibre, and | 
perhaps the time may come when we 
shall not want any rags. Again, what 
effect will the expansion of sulphite pulp 
production have upon mills which are 
operating with the alkali process? There 
are a number of points which await eluci- 
dation in view of the changes now going 
on in paper-making. | 








THE annoyances to which paper makers 
have been subjected as the result of the 
regulations concerning the disinfection 
of rags have doubtless expedited the 
more general adoption of acid sulphite 
processes. Some surprise has been ex- 
pressed in Europe at the delay with 
which these processes have been taken 
up in this country; but considering the 
quantity of paper stock of all" kinds al- 
ready available it has not really been 
necessary to hasten the day for making 
changes or for constructing new mills and 
putting up plants which involve time 
and patience in acquiring that knowledge 
which is necessary to develop them 
economically and properly. When the 
various new mills that are projected 
or likely to be projected get under head- 
way there may be a diminished call 
for rags, and although we do not sup- 
pose that the time is near when we shall 
dispense with rags altogether, the fall- 
ing off in the demand for them will 
certainly reduce the supply, and then 
other trade changes will occur and new 
conditions arise through a chain of se- 
quences unsought and unsuspected when 
disinfection was first forced upon the 
trade. The corporations formed for the 
purpose of amassing profits out of the ne- 
cessities of the paper makers will find it 
unprofitable to continue, and then a re- 
modeling of sanitary regulations will be 
imperative if we are to use rags at all. 





ONE of our English exchanges says 
that the only way for a business man to 
secure credit is to advertise, and that 
there must be wit in advertising. Few 
people realize this, and the person who 
wants to advertise frequently does not 
know how to get dt it right. To gain 
credit does not only mean to secure the 
privilege of being trusted for what one 
buys, but it also means the acquisi- 
tion of a reputation for having some- 
thing which is worth buying. Many 
do not understand this. People whose 
importance is so great that it causes 
them to disdain printers’ ink are too 
big to know how really small they are. 
Like the frog in the fable they burst with 
their own importance. Yes, credit is 
what is wanted in trade, and wit or intel- 
ligence is needed to acquire it. Adver- 
tising is a matter of wit, and credit is a 
matter of advertising. 





A coop deal of American machinery, 
including paper-cutters, &c., has been 
ordered from time to time for European 
account, and especially for Germany, and 
it now seems, from recent developments, 
that a set of swindlers have been operat- 
ing to obtain goods, and with the conni- 
vance of a public official have succeeded | 
in defrauding parties who supplied them. 
This, of course, is discouraging to manu- 
facturers who have sought to work up an 
export trade; but it ought not to deter 
anyone from continuing such efforts, but 
should rather serve to put people on their 
guard and induce systematic methods of 
selling goods. The operations of the 
swindlers referred to are detailed in the 
Frankfort Zestung, which says that two 
brothers, doing business as the firm 
of William & Robert Barlen, published a

paper, known as the General-Anzeiger, at | 
Gelsenkirchen, and another, known as 

the General. Annoncenblatt, at Dortmund. 

These men, in conjunction with two 

other brothers, Ernest and Frederick, 

formed the combination and enlisted as | 
their ally the sheriff, who shared the 
plunder with them. By means of glowing 
representations and fraudulent references 
these parties succeeded in getting goods 
consigned to them. The orders were gen- 
erally placed in the name of one of the 
brothers, who, at a convenient time, an- 
nounced his bankruptcy. The goods 
were then taken by the sheriff and sold 
at out-of-the-way places and on short no- 
tice. Another brother invariably bought 
the goods for much below their value, 
and thus the business of ordering, failing 
and buying in alternated until accidental 
discovery was made of their trickery. 
One instance of the price at which goods 
were disposed of will suffice. A new ma- 
chine costing $384 was sold to one of the 
brothers at sheriff's sale for $48. The 
parties have all been sent to the peniten- 


tiary.

Last week’s JOURNAL 
had drawings of a sulphite pulp plant, or 
rather of an apparatus for preparing sulphite 
solutions. Methinks I know it. It is, it is— 
not me long-lost brother, but the evidence of 
things unseen, yet to be seen when the presi- 
dent of the Paper Makers’ Association re- 
turns from his pilgrimage to Podgora. 


Iam a little anxious for the sulphite 
war to begin. One process I know is in 
operation. Two others are going in and per- 
haps more. I wonder that these threatenings 
don’t stagger our alkaline friend down in the 
Morse Building. Perhaps he, too,will go over 
to the sulphurous hosts and then we will all 
cry in chorus ‘‘ Et tu E——e! 


A foreign paper asserts that the acid 
pulp is made in Sweden at a cost of one cent 
per pound. Cannot the soda pulp be made as 
cheap? I think that it can. Perhaps it is ! 


But the extent of the ravages on the 
forests of both Sweden and Germany is said 
to be occupylng the attention of the govern- 
ments of those countries, and to be causing 
alarm. The prices of fibre in each of the 
countries named are expected to advance in 
view of severe restrictions which are likely to 
be placed on the cutting of wood. 


It is, in any case, a serious thing to be 
denuding lands of timber. We are making a 
great mistake in this, and we are not supply- 
ing the place of our forests by new plantations. 
All the culture in the world as displayed in 
the consumption of paper will not make up 
for the lack of intelligence which makes deso- 
lation in our woodlands.

As we neared the mill he said: “* We have 
a hotel here, where you can have good accom- 
modations.” 1 told him that before going to 
a hotel I would step in and have a chat with 
the machine-tender. 

I met the machine-tender at the door. He 
was an old acquaintance. He said: ‘‘Come 
in, old boy, I will show you a different style of 
mill to what they had when you and I were 
boys.” 

He took me into the rag, bleach, engine and 
drainer rooms, and asked me what I thought 
of the improvements. I told him that they 
were fine, but I had seen them before. As 
we passed into the. machine-room I saw the 
wire running in the opposite direction from 
the rest of the machine, and remarked: ‘‘ You 
are coming back to old principles, this runs 
like the ‘ Harper.’” 

‘**Oh, no; by examining this machine you 
will see that it is quite different from the 
‘Harper.’ But we must give Harper credit 
for running the wire that way, although this is 
different altogether. We have the latest im- 
provements for regulating our stuff; it is 
weighed, as it were, and governed by the 
speed of the machine ; it must come into the 
chest all right, as the water and pulp are 
weighed on the same principle.” 

Seeing no screen or vats, I asked him 
where they were. He replied: ‘‘ Although 
our screen is noiseless, we have a special room 


| for them, as you know there is always more or 


less stuff slopping over the vats, and with our 
arrangement we save it all ”

Trade Talks. 


Alexander E. Orr—Orrs & Co.—Yes, trade 
is quiet, and hanging in this respect does not | 
differ from other grades. Prices are very low 
and unsatisfactory. I think that the paper 
stainers will have as good business this year 
as they had last, but then 1884 was dull for 
them and did not begin to come up to 1883. 
There is now so much machinery used in the 
staining business that work is turned out very 
rapidly. For a while there is a great rush and 
then it is quiet. For instance, last year many 
of the stainers had their work out by January, 
instead of being able to run through to March 
or April.. This, of course, is a bad feature, | 
but the spare time that it gives them they im- 
prove by hammering down prices on the hang- 
ing manufacturer. 

H. Wolff—Lewy Brothers.—The rag trade is 
very quiet and very satisfactory. Of course, 
we are moving plenty of goods, as are others ; 
but prices are very low and margins are 
small or are on the wrong side. The mill 
men who come in do not look very cheerful 
and are not anxious to buy. We have trans- 
acted a larger business, but we have done the 
work for less money, and that appears to be 
the story all over.

Dreaming of a Paper Machine. 
To the Editor of The Journai : 


Since my dream of the future mill my 
mind has been so much on the machine which 
I saw that I think it was the cause of my last 
dream. If it will not take up too much of 
your valuable space I will relate it. 

I thought that I was in a steamboat going 
up the Columbia River. After proceeding a 
short distance the captain informed me that 
he went no further than the ‘‘ Colony,” as 
that was the terminus of his route. As you 
are a paper maker, you may be somewhat in- 
terested, as there is a paper mill here. As I 
was about the only one who left the boat I 
was button-holed by the agent of the Colony 
Company, who wanted to sell me a lot suitable 
for any kind of business. I told him that I 
was a paper maker, and that paper makers do 
sometimes live in houses, but that the dwell- 
ings most adapted to them should be on 
wheels, 

On nearing the mill I saw some charred 
boards, and remarked ; ‘‘ You have had a fire 

in your Colony.” 

‘* Yes, those are the buildings of our two 
Chinese companies. It is said that a live 
ember from those, buildings burned the mill ; 
but the company now says that since it has 
got its improved machinery it is a blessing 
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| perforated with small holes. 


‘*That is what we all thought until we saw 
differently. You see, the water goes through, 
forming a cushion between the copper apron 
and the wire, which takes the friction off, and 
this extra slice takes the place of the old apron, 
It is adjustable, like the others, with a rubber 
strip on the bottom, so as to keep the stuff 
from running back. There are no threads 
fringing out to drag on the wire and make 
Strings, as on the old apron, and it is no 
trouble to set the deckles while running ; and 
this arrangement regulates the head or flow on 
the wire. Our felt runs under the wire, and 
this is a revolving suction-box,” pointing to a 
perforated brass roll under the felt, ‘‘On 
starting the machine this arrangement throws 
the felt lightly against the wire, and as soon as 
the suction takes it it drops, as you see it now, 
about one inch from the wire, thus taking the 
paper automatically from the wire to the felt. 
We have only one felt and no press-rolls on 
the felt. The press-rolls died a hard but natural 
death, like the coucher. We used to think 
that paper must be couched and pressed to set 
it together and give it strength and finish, not 
thinking that hand-made paper, without all 
this heavy pressure, was stronger from the 
same stock,” 

** Well, here is something I have not seen 
since I was a small boy.” 

‘* Yes, those air dryers ; they missed it when 
they let them go out of date.” 

This is what we call our anti-suction, it is 
You see that 
runs on top of the paper, drawing the paper 
loose from the felt and this ‘‘ doctor” throws 
the paper back on the felt again carrying it to 
those tapes which lead the paper over the air 
dryers, then through those two rolls. We call 
them the ‘‘ surfaces,” as they press down all 
the lumps or strings, putting a fine surface on 
the paper before it goes over the steam dryers. 
You see that they lie horizontally with a 
‘*doctor” on each one, which keeps them 
clean and the paper must leave them and go 
on the dryers. These cams regulate the 
pressure to a nicety and those springs keep 
them uptothe cams. If any extra lumps go 
through it does not matter as they are right 
back to their place again. This arrangement 
for carrying the paper over the dryers and 
through the calendars and cutter is worked by 
the tension of the paper. As soon as the 
paper draws tight enough on each part of the 
machine, the friction throws out and. they 
stop ; and when the paper is off they throw in. 
Our wire, felt, dryers, calenders and cutter are 
all driven by friction. , You will perceive that 
one face is wider than the other, and this 
carriage is adjustable and regulated by the 
tension of the paper. 


‘* Are those frictions any trouble ?” 

‘* No, the first that were built were trouble- 
some, as they were too small, but these work 
like acharm. You see, the paper is carried 
the whole length of the machine automatically, 
and those spring rolls answer three purposes : 
First, they govern the tension of the paper ; 
second, they stop and start the carriers, and, 
third, they ring the electric alarm bell.”

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK. 
—The foreign rag and paper-stock market 
still favors the buyers, and present indications 
do not warrant any assertion that there is to 
be an immediate improvement and some of 
| the stock men state that they do not look for 
any until after the new year opens. During 
the week there has been a very fair aggregate 
movement, but it has been composed of small 
lots, and business has been going in a quiet 
and unsatisfactory way. No special features 
have developed and generally the market has 
| been of an indifferent tone. Buyers are not 
at all anxious, and sellers, while doing all that 
they can to dispose of stocks, do not ap- 
pear to be crowding manufacturers very 
hard. The low plane of prices prevail- 
ing is, of course, the burden of the 
importers’ and dealers’ complaints, and the 
general story is that margins are entirely too 
narrow. There have been no new phases in 
the disinfection business this week, and rags 
not disinfected on the other side still have to 
go through the ‘‘hopper” here.
